REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
piece of prior art examiner could find addressing applicant's claims is Gallagher et al 
#2005/012921 1 . However, Gallagher et al fails to disclose applicant's step of 
registering an association/binding between a call center's network address and the call 
center's address of record at a node. Neither does Gallagher et al teach applicant's 
other registering step of registering a plurality of bindings/associations between the 
network addresses. In Gallagher's system the agent's SIP address is given to the 
customer so that the customer can thereafter contact the agent and thereby by-pass the 
call center's entry system. In applicant's system the customer still contacts the call 
center, but the call center forwards the call to the agent, without giving the agent's 
network address to the customer. No obvious combination of references found would 
have taught one of ordinary skill in the art to make and use applicant's apparatus as 
claimed.
